Joe F. Ferguson, chairman of 
the Morgan County ASC Com¬ 
mittee, announced this week that 
elections for ASC Community 
committeemen will be held on 
Nov. 8 and that the person who 
is elected the chairman of each 
community election will be dec¬ 
lared the voting delegate to the 
County ASC Convention to be 
held Nov. 29. 

Mr. Ferguson stated that there 
has been a number of changes in 
this years election procedure 
that should be brought to the at¬ 
tention of every farmer. He listed 
the following as a general outline 
for the conduct of these elections. 
The Morgan county ASC election 
board which will be in charge of 
the general conduct of these elec¬ 
tions will be composed of Carl 
Sinclair, County Agricultural Ex¬ 
tension Agent, as chairman; 
Berlyn Brown, head of the Soil 
Conservation Service; Gay Blair, 
Farmers Home Administration 
Representative, and lira Bach, 
head of the County Farm Bureau 

This committee will meet prior 
to October 9, to designate polling 
places for community elections. 
They will also select a community 
election board composed of three 
farmers living in each com¬ 
munity. Each community election 
board will then meet, prior to 
October 14, to select a slate of 
not less than ten eligible farmers 
as nominees for community com¬ 
mitteemen. 

In addition to the ten nominees, 
addition to these ten nminees, 
there will be included on the bal¬ 
lot, the names of any eligible 
farmer whose nomination is re¬ 
quested, in a petition signed by- 
ten or more eligible voters and 
is presented to the chairman of 
the community election board, 
not later than October 23. 

Voting at each community- 
election will bo continuous for an 
eight hour period and the person 
receiving the highest number of 
votes in each community will be 
declared the chairman and dele¬ 
gate to the county committee elec¬ 
tion. 

The person receiving the second 
mghesi number of votes will be 
declared vice chairman and al¬ 
ternate delegate. In all, five per¬ 
sons will be elected at each com¬ 
munity election; which will in¬ 
clude a regular member and two 
alternate community committee¬ 
men. 

On November 29, the chair¬ 
man of each community commit¬ 
tee will meet in a convention to 
select the county ASC committee¬ 
men who will administer the co¬ 
unty ASC programs for the next 
year.

Robert A. Owens, tobacco spe¬ 
cialist with the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, told the nation's 
tobacco exporters today 600,000 
pounds of burley was imported } 
from Cuba in July and August. I 
And he added that he didn't I 
know what could be done about it. 

Declaring that the United 
States favors free trade, Owen 
told the burley and dark leaf | 
export convention: 

“ We can only watch this de¬ 
velopment and present facts to 
the people and Congress.” 

Stephen D. Wrather, the de¬ 
partment’s tobacco division direc¬ 
tor, said that while cigarette pro¬ 
duction for the 1956-57 marketing 
year ending today is up 4 per 
cent, use of burley in the cigarettes 
was up only 1 per cent. 

Wrather said the two factors 
involved in the reduced use of 
burley are “reconstituted leaf” 
and filter-tip cigarettes. 

“Apparently some king-sized 
filter-tip cigarettes require less 
tobacco than regular-sized non- 
filtered cigarettes,” Wrather de¬ 
clared. 

He estimated cigarette con¬ 
sumption this year would reach 
an all-time high of 405 billions. 
The record is 394 billions, set in 
1952. 

Another speaker, Clarence D 
Palmby, deputy administrator of 
the government’s price support 
program, said tobacco exports 
were off substantially. 

“Because our markets have 
faltered at home and abroad, the 
current crop is expected to result 
in only a token reduction in sur¬ 
pluses,” Palmby said. 

Tobacco imported from Cuba is 
purchased at about 41 cents a 
pound and has a duty of 131* 
cents a pound.

Ever since the famous Old 
McGuffev Readers faded out of 
use in the schools at the begin¬ 
ning of this centbry teachers have 
been stumped by the problem of 
instructing pupils in moral themes 
without committing the modern 
sin of sermonizing. The problem 
is attacked and it appears solved 
through a set of morals—based 
readers called the Golden Rule 
Series published by the American 
Book Company with a subtitle on 
the series: the Modern McGuffey 
Readers. 

Major difference of the old 
McGuffey and the Modernized 
MoGuffev is the technique The 
Golden Rule Series suggests the 
morals in the stories, lets the 
teacher bring out the points in 
discussion, while McGuffey went 
directly to the moral and his 
books of course had no teaching

PRESIDENT DECLARES 
WAR ON ARKANSAS 

Somewhere along the golf course 
at the plush vacation resort of 
Newport, Rhode Island, President 
Eisenhower took time out to press 
the state militia of Arkansas into 
federal service. Then a few holes 
later, on behalf of the rest of the 
United States, without consulting 
Congress about it, and without 
prior notice to the Governor, he 
declared war on the State of Ar¬ 
kansas. 

This showed real dedication to 
his job, as the President doesn't 
often let anything interfere with 
his golf game. It also took cour¬ 
age, such as only would be shown 
perhaps by an old military man, 
because population-wise he only 
outnumbers his foe 168 million to 
2 million. 

Of course, not all this 168 mil¬ 
lion are with him on this decision 
—not by any means—but he is 
the commander-in-chief of the 
army, and what can defenseless 
people, without any troops of 
their own, do against military 
might? It is also true that the 
members of the national guard of 
Arkansas who were pressed into 
federal service only to prevent 
their use by the Governor would 
resign if they could, but they are 
under miltiary rule and can no 
longer make decisions for them¬ 
selves. 

However, since this drafted 
army cannot be expected to be 
sympathetic to the purpose for 
which they were forced into serv¬ 
ice, the President also sent into 
the state a tough contingent of 
paratroopers, black and white, 
from the federal army, with all 
battle equipment, to make sure 
that Arkansas should be awed 
and subdued. 

Thus are the rights of a Sover¬ 
eign State, guaranteed under the 
Constitution, thwarted, ignored 
and abrogated. We have indeed 
reached a sorry state of affairs. 
The second Reconstruction Period 
is now upon us. The people or 
Arkansas are not only now under 
the military rule of their own 
troops, along with those brought 
in from the federal forces, but 
they are also helping to pay for 
the cost of occupation! 

What Arkansas should really do 
is declare war upon the United 
States, get defeated, then be re¬ 
built and live at ease ever aftei 
on foreign aid! 

To show the President’s real 
dedication to his job in this case, 
he had no more than declared war 
upon Arkansas until he flew back 
to Washington for the evening to 
make a nation-wide television ap¬ 
pearance, on all networks, to ex¬ 
plain to the people why he had 
taken this action. For all the 
satisfaction it gave those who lis¬ 
tened, he just as well have stayed 
on the golf course and finished 
his round. 

The main reason the President 
gave for sending federal troops 
into Arkansas, and the one upon 
which he dwelt the most, was 
that old moth-eaten, illogical, 
thoroughly discredited and actu¬ 
ally unpatriotic excuse that he 
had to do so because what was 
happening in Little Rock 


discrediting us in the eyes of the 
rest of the world. 

Now, we ask you—is the hand¬ 
ling of the internal government 
of the United States of America 
to be based upon the opinions of 
the peoples of other nations of 
the world who have made a sorry 
mess of their own affairs, and 
just about everyone of w'hom 
would jump at the chance to 
change places with the Negroes 
in this country? That is the real 
question. If the answer is yes, 
then we want none of it. 

Of course, it should be pointed 
out, too, that these nations have 
been very happy to accept more 
than $60 billion of our foreign aid 
since the end of World War II 
without criticism. Such is their 
gratitude! 

It is also a question of the 
preservation of the constitutional 
republican form of government 
under which we have lived and 
prospered as a nation. The cor¬ 
nerstone of that form of govern¬ 
ment is states’ rights. If these 
rights are to be destroyed, then 
we no longer have the form of 
government created for us by our 
forefathers. There was never any 
reason for the infamous Black 
Monday decision of the Supreme 
Court. It could never be enforced 
in those states who do not want 
integration without the conni¬ 
vance of the Executive. 

The situation in Arkansas was 
not a question of anarchy, as the 
President claimed; the Governor 
of Arkansas, under his constitu¬ 
tional rights, would have had no 
trouble whatever keeping order 
in his state if he had not been 
deprived of this authority by or¬ 
der of the Federal court. 

If the President of the United 
States' were thinking more of the 
welfare of his own people and 
less of world opinion, if he would 
listen to his own conscience and 
less to poor advisers, he would 
call Congress back into session 
and recommend amendment of 
the Constitution to spell out the 
power of the states to control 
their own schools.

There's someone not far from your home with 
whom you should get better acquainted—your 
neighborhood pharmacist—located in the drug 
store on the corner, or just a block or two down 
the street. 

In tne drug store you will see many things 
that are important to you and your family. You 
will see long shelves lined with drugs and chemi¬ 
cals, first aid and sickroom supplies, and other 
necessary health requirements. 

Your pharmacist’s most important contribution 
to the community, however, is professional knowl¬ 
edge and skill, for without it no life-saving pre¬ 
scription from your doctor could be properly and 
promptly filled. 

Before your pharmacist could render this im¬ 
portant sen-ice to you, years were devoted to the 
study of the highly-specialized subjects of the 
profession. To earn a college degree, for ex¬ 
ample, there was to be acquired a fundamental 
knowledge of many sciences such as chemistry, 
physics and biology.

To some there is something ominous about 
fall, because it brings the first hint of bitter 
weather, because it is the season when the grow¬ 
ing dies, and because it means shorter davs and 
longer nights. 

But to others the weather of fall is the year’s 
finest; more clear days, crisp weather, energv- 
producing weather is the normal menu for most 
of the early fall in most parts of the country. 

It is the season which should be enjoyed. We 
suggest this year you take full advantage of it. 
Fish, hunt or hike as much as you can. The na¬ 
tion is at peace and most of us are free to live 
our own life. If you can. now, get out of your 
chair and do so.—Mt. Sterling Advocate.

Production Roundup of 
Crops Given by USDA 

Forecasts or estimates on 1957 
production of some of the U.S.'s 
major crops were made this week 
' by the Crop Rotating Board. 

They are: 

Tobacco (all types), 1,621 mil¬ 
lion pounds, about 26 percent be¬ 
low 1956; hay, 120 million tons 
10 percent above 1956 and 15 
percent above average; corn, 3,195 
million bushels, 7 percent below 
1956 but 2 percent above aver¬ 
age: wheat (all types), 923 mil¬ 
lion bushels, down 7 percent from 
1956 and 18 percent below aver¬ 
age: oats, 1,338 million bushels, 
16 percent above last year’s short 
crop but slightly above average; 
soybeans, 459 million bushels, 
nearly 70 percent above average; 

1 barley, 431 million bushels, 48 
percent above average and 16 
percent above 1956; and grain 
sorghum, 481 million bushels, 
two and one-third times the 1956 
crop and double the record 1955 
crop.

State’s Southeast 
Is Filmed In Color 


By Wm. C. Johnstone

NEW MONEY Recently 1 have 
been interested in seeing what 
new enterprises Kentucky farm¬ 
ers are taking up to bolster their 
sagging income. Two things have 
been impressive—broiler and com 
mercial vegetable production. 

In Green County about 100 
farmers now have commercial 
broiler houses where they pro¬ 
duce over 2'* million birds a 
year, bringing an income of over 
$300,000 above feed and chicken 
costs. Cumberland Count y— 
where production is concentrated 
in the fertile Marrowbone Valley 
—follows as a close second with 
an annual production of over 2 
million broilers. ‘South Central 
Kentucky, including the Greens- 
burg and Somerset areas, is the 
most concentrated broilei area in 
the state. In spite of low broiler 
prices most producers there are 
pleased with the returns from the 
business. Many of them are get¬ 
ting more net profits for broilers 
than from their 2 or 3 acre tobacco 
allotments. 

Around Princeton and Franklin 
there has been a determined ef¬ 
fort to get into the sweet corn 
production enterprise this year 
and the growers are generally 
satisfied, there was an excellent 
market for good quality, worm- 
free corn and their contract with 
an experienced distributor to pack 
and market their output seemed 
quite successful. Other areas in 
the state are making their entry 
into the production of fresh vege¬ 
tables, producing okra, broccoli, 
beans and other crops, but 1 have 
not had an opportunity to dis¬ 
cuss the outcome with the grow¬ 
ers yet. It is encouraging to sec 
Kentucky producers get into the 
field of fresh vegetable produc¬ 
tion because it offers an oppor¬ 
tunity to increase farm income. 

COMPETITION. Farmers will 
meet keen competition in the 
poultry and vegetable enterprises 
but this is true of any field in 
which they enter. Progressive 
Kentucky farmers cannot afford 
to shun new enterprise just for 
fear of competition. 

The only sensible solution is 
to find an enterprise which the 
grower likes and can do well, 
and to which his farm and com¬ 
munity are adapted, and then 
do a superior job of production. 
Efficiency is the keynote to 
success. 

I talked to several Green Coun¬ 
ty broiler producers and found 
them producing a pound of poul¬ 
try with 2'-s pounds of feed, or 
less. Such efficiency will keep 
them in business after less effi¬ 
cient producers have to quit. The 
same principle will hold true in 
any other business. 


H. C. Price Co. Move

The H. C. Price Company, which 
is constructing a gas pipeline 
through Kentucky, will make its 
headquarters in Mt. Sterling for 
the next two and one-half to 
three months. 

The company employs around 
360 persons and the weekly pay¬ 
roll is estimated to run over 
$75,000 a week as the employees 
work seven days a week from 12 
to 15 hours a day.
